CITY OFFICIALS REACH 
BARRICADE AGREEMENT

A six-point agreement between Torrance and Re- 
donclo city officials may pave tho way for a reopening of 
Avenue R at the Torrnnco-Redondo boundary, City Man­ 
ager George Stevcns reported bore following a meeting 
with Rdondo officials Monday.

Meeting at the barricade to discuss their problems 
were Stevens, Rcdondo City Manager Francis llopkins, 
Redondo Councilman William Czulogcr, H. F. IJracowcll 
and N. H. Templin of the Los Angeles County Road 
Dept, and Richard L. Newton, deputy for Supervisor 
Burton W. Chace.

Representatives of the three jurisdictions came up 
with the following temporary solution to the problem, 
Hopkins and Stevens reported:

1. Widen the pavement on the one-block strip as 
wide as possible.

2. Paint a three-foot walkway on the south side to 
give children a place to walk when going to and from 
school.

3. Limit parking to the north side of the street only.
4. Place a load limit on the road to bar heavy trucks.
5. Install stop signs immediately at the Susanna 

Blvd.-Palos Verdes Blvd. intersection.
6. Install stop signs at both ends of the block and 

then watch the street carefully. If still considered hazard­ 
ous, put a stop sign in the middle of the block.

City Manager Stevens said the proposals would tend 
to discourage the through traffic which had bceji using 
the street as a shortcut to and from work.
